WOMEN HELP TOWNS TO 
CLEAN UP AND PAINT UP 


They Have Done Much to Make National 
Campaign for Civic Betterment 
Successful Everywhere. 


T 


HE United States is entering up­ 
on an era of vastly improved liv­ 
ing conditions, both physical and 
moral, due alm ost entirely to the 
efforts of women workers in the N a­ 
tional “Clean Up and Paint Up" cam ­ 
paign, according to Allen W. Clark, 
chairman of the national campaign 
bureau, in St. Louis. 
It is estim ated th a t during 1915 
more than a million women took part 
in the campaign for civic progress and 
human uplift which brightened the 
lives and homes of millions from Ban­ 
gor, Me., to San Diego, Cal. 
“The 
growth and development of the na­ 
tional “Clean Up and Paint Up” cam ­ 
paign, has been in leaps and bounds 
since its inauguration,” he said. 
Individual women, women’s clubs 
and women's organizations of all kinds 
for civic and moral improvement have 
joined forces in this great work which 
reaches into practically every phase 
of life. 
Letters have poured in by 
the thousand at the bureau headquar­ 
ters from women inquiring how to 
start the work in their communities. 
Many of these indicated that the old- 
fashioned “parlor” variety of woman 
civic worker was dying a sure and 
natural death, and th a t serious-minded 
women were coming to realize m ore 
and more every day the big work th a t 
is before them. 
Women Led the Way. 
“I don’t believe we realized the far- 
reaching extent of the work we had 
undertaken until the women showed 
us,” said Mr. Clark. 
“The perm anent 
features of the “Clean Up and Paint 
Up” idea were what seemed to gain 
their immediate indorsement. 
Their 
old idea of a spring housecleaning, 
which I believe, originated in New 
England, seems to have been dropped 
entirely, and the women’s organiza­ 
tions of the New England states are 
among the very hardest workers for 
an all-year-round policy.” 
It would be an impossible task to 
nam e in person even a small percen­ 
tage of the women who have done ac­ 
tive and efficient work since the na­ 
tional bureau inaugurated its system 
in th e spring of 1913. 
Some few of 
them, however, are such women as 
Mrs. 
Clarence Baxter of Kirksville, 
Mo., vice chairman of the civics de­ 
partm ent of the National Federation 
of W omen's clubs; Mrs. E. T. Sen- 
seney, chairm an of the pure food com­ 
m ittee of the Consumers’ league of St. 
Louis; Mrs. W. R. Chivvis, president 
of th e Missouri Federation of Wom­ 
en’s clubs; Mrs. Philip N. Moore of 
St. Louis, past president of the Na­ 
tional Federation of Women's clubs, 
and Mrs. Thomas Sherwin, chairman 
of th e departm ent of streets and al­ 
leys of the W omen’s Municipal league 
of Boston. 
Much W ork T h is Year. 
The work of the bureau as planned 
for this year will he m ore com prehen­ 
sive in its scope than before. 
It will 
include everything that will beautify, 
improve sanitation and tend to the 
health of the community. Some of the 
things to be done are the cleaning of 
streets, alleys, front and back yards, 
cellars and stables, removal of ashes, 
carting away of tin cans and all rub­ 
bish from vacant lots, 
burning or 
hauling away all garbage, filling in or

doing away with breeding places of 
mosquitoes, flies or disease germs, the 
planting and trimming of trees and 
hedges, planting of flowers, and the 
liberal use of paint on everything 
that needs it. 
In many instances last 
year 
the 
planning and superintending of the 
work has put entirely in th e hands 
of some efficient women's organization 
in the city or town. 
The files a t the 
national “Clean Up and Paint Up” 
campaign headquarters in St. Louis 
are full of records of just such cases. 
Assistance in starting a campaign 
in any community in the United States 
will be given free of charge by the na­ 
tional bureau, Mr. Clark explained, 
upon receipt of a request from any 
woman or women’s organization. 
Aid 
can also be secured from Mrs. Clar­ 
ence Baxter, chairm an of the W om­ 
en’s committee of the national bureau, 
or from any of the other civic leaders 
constituting 
the 
bureau’s 
advisory 
committee. 
Be Perpetually at It. 
Mrs. Baxter and Mrs. Senseney are 
helping women s clubs everywhere to 
accomplish in their towns w hat was 
accomplished in St. Louis last year. 
The women’s clubs conducted the en­ 
tire campaign in St. Louis, Boston 
and many sm aller cities last year and 
in thousands of other places they are 
j aiding the men effectively. The “open­ 
ing weeksi’ in many places will be 
only the beginning of perpetual “Clean 
Up and Paint Up” campaigns. 
“They 
will be of immense value,” wrote Mrs. 
Baxter recently, “in arousing civic 
consciousness in practical sanitation 


j and conservation and in actual busi- 
I ness activity in the community. Many 
people spend hundreds of dollars fur- 


I n ish in g their homes and only an occa- 
I sional caller gets to admire them. 
A 
much sm aller amount spent on a coat 
; of paint for the exterior, a general 
j cleaning Up of the premises and a few 
i flowers would give pleasure to thou­ 
sands of passers-by and their friends 
as well.” 
Both of these women are in daily 
I correspondence 
with 
leading 
club 
; women, in several thousand women's 
clubs, in the effort to m ake the local 
“Clean Up and Paint Up” campaigns 
; the foundation upon which to build 
and conduct various other community 
betterm ent activities in which serious- 
! minded club women everywhere are 
so interested. 
Newspapers Give Help. 
Editors of new spapers from coast 
to coast have taken up this work of 
the women and are aiding them in 
both the news and editorial columns 
and m ost of them are unanimous in 
declaring th at the chief value of the 
work is th at it aim s at perm anent re­ 
form and continued effort. 
M inisters are also aiding the women 
in their work 
by 
preaching appro­ 
priate sermons on civic cleanliness 
and kindred topic s. 
The wife of one 
earnest, hard working clergyman in a 
southern town, in which the campaign 
was in progress, wrote in a letter to 
th e national bureau that if more peo­ 
ple were as sincere in their religion 
as they are in this "Clean Up and 
Paint Up” m ovem ent the world would 
be a much better place in which to 
live.

Stu dents of nistory are recording 
the work of the missionary in ex ­ 
ploration and lay ing fou ndations of 
new gov ernments, and ev ery where 
this army of men and women tu rn 
to the Bible teaching serv ice, the 
Su nday school, for their leaders 
and su pport. 
In this the organ­ 
ized forces hav e co-operated with 
enthu siasm. 
The American mov ement, known 
as the International Su nday School 
association, 
has adopted 
Mex ico 
and as soon as peace is established 
will continu e to pu sh the work in 
that land. It is also financing and 
directing the work in Moslem lands. 
In 
China 
there 
is

national 
organization 
aided 
and 
partial­ 
ly directed 
by the English or­ 
ganization, 
the

Union of London. 
Japan has its 
national organization and the nex i 
world’s conv ention is to be held in 
the city of Toky o as soon as pos­ 
sible after ihe Eu ropean war is 
ov er. 
Sou th Africa. India, Au s­ 
tralia and other nations hav e or­ 
ganized forces pu shing this work. 
In Congo Free state there is a mod­ 
ern graded and u p-to-date Su nday 
school of more than 500 members. 
Asiatic Tu rkey , Sy ria, Egy pt, Bu l­ 
garia, Italy and the continental 
cou ntries are (or were) feeling and 
responding to the impu lse of this 
work. 
In Wales particu larly the 
Su nday school has taken strong 
hold with a membership of more 
than a qu arter of a million. Written 
and oral ex aminations are popu lar 
there and long records of regu lar 
attendance of stu dents aged eighty 
and ev en ninety y ears are many 
in that land.

as soon as circumstances wdll permit. 
In the meantime, it was said, no or­ 
ders have been sent withdrawing the 
troops, nor, it was stated by Secretary 
of W ar Raker, are any in contempla­ 
tion. 
Washington is keyed up to a high 
pitch over the Mexican developments. 
Secretary Lansing himself admitted 
that 
the 
situation 
is 
becoming 
in­ 
creasingly dangerous in the absence 
of any understanding with the Car­ 
ranza government, and indicated that 
he appreciated the possibility that the 
feeling in Mexico may at any moment 
get beyond the control of the de facto 
government. 
Army officers are disposed to be­ 
lieve that Major General Funston, act­ 
ing under instructions which he re­ 
ceived from Secretary Baker, direct­ 
ing him to take “any necessary steps" 
for the protection of Pershing’s forces, 
will not hesitate, if he regards it as 
imperative, to take over one or more 
of the railroads. 
Congress is seething with excite­ 
ment over the situation and a num­ 
ber of resolutions on the subject have 
been prepared for introduction.

El Paso, Texas, April 15,—American 
troops along the line of communica­ 
tion south of Columbus, N. M., as far 
as the first base at Colina Dublan are 
“digging in.” 
This news was permit- 
cd by the censors to come out, coupled 
with the explanation that “the sol­ 
diers are being given practice that 
may prove valuable in their campaigns 
in the interior of Mexico. 
However, 
civilians arriving from Colonia Dublan 
assert that the entrenchments appear 
to be far raon than practice work.

Lieutenant Gorrill and H. A. Dargue 
made a scouting tour west of Colonia 
Dublan in an aeroplane looking for 
the absolute evidence that natives had 
secreted Villa from the Americans as 
he passed south. 
One report heard at the base was 
that the Americans were far beyond 
Villa and that he stood on the plaza 
at Cruces with a blanket wrapped 
about his face and watched the Amer­ 
ican cavalry pass through Cruces, go­ 
ing south. 
Villa was said to have 
been standing in the midst of Car­ 
ranza soldiers as the United States 
troops trotted past.

Durir.g th© night and the day the j 
Germans took up and maintained at I 
intervals a heavy bombardment of the j 
French positions at Le Mort Homme, 
and hill 304 to the west of the Meuse, 
and the whole French front on the j 
eastern bank of the river. 
Particular , 
attention was given by the German , 
gunners to the French second lines 
on the eastern part of the river, with ) 
now and then an especially violent J 
burst of fire on the first lines. 
No I 
infantry action has yet followed these 
preparations, which are supposed to 
presage a resumption of attacks at 
these points. 
German 
troop 
movements toward j 
the front were increasingly evident in j 
the Argonne region, presumably in­ 
tended for an attack on Le Mort Hom­ 
me and hill 304. 
These troop 
movements drew 
a 
heavy fire from the French artillery i 
in the region of Mont Faucon and Mai- , 
ancourt and the roads in those regions ! 
were kept under fire. 
The Germans 
also brought troops forward to the 
Woevre regions, to the west of Pont 
A Mousson, and again came under the 
fire of th(* French long range guns.
